ropower have been de- 
pleted, additional kilowatts 
are generated with oil. 

Taxable transactions of 
utility companies regis- 
tered a huge 83 percent in- 
crease, primarily because 
they purchased fuel oil 
without paying tax, then 
had to remit use tax on the 
purchase price. 

During the spring quar- 
ter 2,87 billion gallons of 
gasoline were consumed 
at an estimated cost of 
$1,783 billion, 

Regional growth in taxa- 
ble transactions was virtu- 
ally the same in Southern 
California and the San 
Francisco Bay Area, 18.9 
and 18,8 percent, respec- 
tively, Growth in these 
highly developed regions 
usually lags behind that.in 
the less populous areas, 
However, with the major 
oil refineries in the state 
located in these two ares 
they have reaped the 
windfall from the utilities’ 
changeover from natural 
as to fuel oil, The added 
mpetus has helped to push 
them into the lead. 

The San Joaquin Valley 
and central coastal coun- 
ties advanced 18.1 percent 
while Northern California 
and the mountain counties 
trailed with 16.3 percent.

~tem’”’ by requiring that 


each student’s degree of 
competency in at least 
basic communication . and 
computation skills shall be 
assessed once in grades 
seyen through nine and 
twice. in grades ten and 
eleven. When students fail 
to meet the prescribed 


. standards, the school must 


arrange a conference bet- 
ween the student, the prin- 
cipal (or his designee), the 
student’s parent or guar- 
dian, and a teacher who 
knows the student well. 
Following this conference, 
the law says, “‘instruction 
in basic skills shall be pro- 
vided .:. until the pupil 
has been given repeated 
opportunity to achieve pre- 
scribed standards ...” 
Standards may be mod- 
ified for students with 
diagnosed learning dis- 
abilities. 


The law requires school 
districts to adopt at least 
three separate courses of 
study: one for general 
graduation requirements, 
one for college entrance, 
and one for vocational 
preparation. These courses 
of study must address the 
competencies that the 
school district has iden- 
tified. 

The law also requires 
school districts to establish 
‘alternative means for 
students to complete the 
prescribed courses of 
study.”’ These may include 
any number of different 
experiences such as non- 
school-based activities, 
work experience, indepen- | 


ere 


dent study, and credit 
earned at a seine te cak 
institute. These alterna- 
tives must be developed, 
the law states, “with the 
active involvement. of pa- 
rents, administrators, 
teachers, and students.’ 
The “local option’’ feature 
of the law recognizes that 
different communities may 
wish to define required 
competencies for high 
school graduation in diffe- 
rent ways.

Carrying walkie-talkies and wearing brown blazers, 
six new city employes have taken to Berkeley streets in 
a special program designed to help senior citizens 
overcome a fear of crime that often keeps. them in- 
doors, afraid to venture out, 

Yhe six work foot patrols along specially desig- 
nated “safe corridors of, travel,’ said Berkeley Police 
Officer Mike Holland, coordinator of the program. 

hey are not police officers and are not armed, 
Holland said, but they are present from 9 a.m. to.5 p.m. 
to radio for help in case of trouble. , 

The safe corridors of travel were selected for their 
proximity to senior citizen centers, to housing units for 
seniors and to shopping and service.areas frequented 
by senior citizens. j f 

Holland said a crimes statistics study showed that 
these are areas where crimes against the aged take 
place most often, particularly robbery and purse 
snatch. 

The employes are hired for a year under-the prog- 
ram funded by the Comprehensive Employment Train- 
ing Act (CETA). 

Safety from crime has become a major concern 
among senior citizens, many of whom become recluse 
because they are afraid to venture into the street even 
for basic shopping. 

“Their fear is often so great that it actually pre- 
vents them from taking part in society,’’ Holland said. 

The patrol employes are Sheila Baltimore, Maurya 
Zaki, Edna Hilliard, James M¢Atee, George Hinkins 
and Richard Thomas.

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EBMUD sets hearing on 
new charges, rate hikes 


OAKLAND — Four néw 
or higher charges aimed at 
increasing the amount ( 
money received for new or 
enlarged water services 
are being considered by 
directors of the East Bay 
Municipal Utility District. 

The charges, involving 


annexations, new or larger y 


connections within EB- 
MUD’s existing bound- 
aries, and new major 
facilities, will be discussed 
at a public hearing 
scheduled for Oct. 25. 

According to EBMUD 
General Manager John S. 
Harnett, the proposed 
charges would help reduce 
the size of periodic water 
rate increases on a long- 
term basis. 


He pointed out that the 
proposal would also bring 
annexation charges closer 
to actual costs, which have 
increased considerably 
since the last adjustment. 


Two of the increases in- 
volve annexations. The ac- 
reage charge for afnexa- 
tions would go up to $400 
per acre from the existing

Harnett said EBMUD cal- 
culations show a charge 
for $1300 per acre could be 
justified, but ghee a 
smaller initial increase 
with a review in another 


ear. 

In addition, the charge 
for annexation proceedings 
— out-of-pocket costs such 
as legal publishing and 
ownership reports — is re- 
commended to go from the 
current $220 up to $400, re- 
flecting increased costs 
since the existing rate was 
established in 1964. 

Harnett further proposed 
that a new “standard par- 
ticipation charge’’ be es- 
tablished, under which any 
new hookup or enlarge- 
ment of an existing service 
within existin BMUD 
boundaries would require @ 
ayment; for a typical new 
ome, the charge would be 
$350. 
Harnett pointed out that 
under current regulations 
there is not enough re- 
venue being generated 
from new developments to 
cover costs of new major 
facilities needed to serve 
those areas, and that the 
expenses involved have 
“become a significant fae- 
tor in the size of periodic 
water rate increases.” 

He also noted that 
EBMUD ‘“‘frequently in- 
curs significant costs to en- 
large and upgrade existing 
distribution facilities to 
meet needs for new or en- 
larged services in areas 
already receiving water 
service.” 

Establishing the $350 
charge “‘would place each 
applicant for a new service 
on the same basis,”’ Har- 
nett said, and would be re- 
quired whenever a water 
hookup is provided to an 
address where a connec- 
tion does not exist, or 
where service is to be en- 
larged. 

Proceeds from the pro 
osed charge would provide 
a large part of the funds 
needed to build new pump- 
ing plants, tanks, large 
water mains and other
